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COP 28 Resolution 50/57: Finally, with the need for a whole society and whole-of- 
economy approach, sectors like sport, fashion, entertainment and culture had a 
presence at COP 28 to showcase initiatives aiming to 

bring all levels of society into the climate conversation. In particular, the Sports For 
Climate Action initiative presented its strategy to enhance sport's collective role in 
climate action through fan and community engagement. The Global Climate Action 
Awards announced the winners of this year, which showcased innovative climate action 


that young people around the world are undertaking to ensure their communities are 
more sustainable, resilient, and equitable places to live. 


Resolution point 50 highlights the participation of various sectors such as sport, 
fashion, entertainment, and culture at COP 28 to showcase initiatives aimed at 
engaging all levels of society in the climate conversation. Specifically, the Sports For 
Climate Action initiative presented its strategy to enhance the collective role of sports in 
climate action through fan and community engagement. Additionally, the Global 
Climate Action Awards recognized innovative climate action undertaken by young 
people worldwide to ensure their communities are more sustainable, resilient, and 
equitable places to live. 


Positive Side: 
Diverse Engagement: The involvement of sectors like sport, fashion, entertainment, and 
culture in climate action broadens the engagement beyond traditional stakeholders, 


reaching diverse audiences and encouraging widespread participation in climate 
initiatives. 
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Community Engagement: Initiatives such as the Sports For Climate Action initiative 
focus on engaging fans and communities, leveraging the influence and reach of sports 
to raise awareness and drive action on climate change at the grassroots level. 


Youth Empowerment: The recognition of young people's climate action efforts through 
the Global Climate Action Awards not only celebrates their contributions but also 
empowers and inspires other youth to take meaningful action in their communities, 
fostering a sense of ownership and agency in addressing climate challenges. 


Innovation Showcase: The Global Climate Action Awards serve as a platform to 
showcase innovative climate solutions developed by young people worldwide, 
highlighting the creativity and potential of youthded initiatives in driving sustainable and 
equitable development. 


Negative Side: 


Potential Greenwashing: There may be concerns about the sincerity and depth of 
engagement from sectors like sport, fashion, entertainment, and culture, with the risk of 
greenwashing where organizations merely use climate action as a branding or PR 
exercise without implementing meaningful changes. 


Limited Impact: While engagement from diverse sectors is valuable, the actual impact 
of initiatives such as the Sports For Climate Action initiative on reducing carbon 
emissions or driving systemic change within these sectors may be limited without clear 
targets, accountability mechanisms, and robust implementation plans. 


Symbolic Gestures: Participation of sectors like sport, fashion, entertainment, and 
culture at COP 28 may be seen as symbolic gestures rather than substantive 
contributions to climate action, especially if there is a lack of concrete commitments or 
follow-up actions beyond the conference. 


Overlooking Structural Changes: While highlighting individual and community-level 
actions is important, there is a risk of overlooking the need for broader systemic 
changes and policy interventions to address the root causes of climate change and 
promote sustainable development. 


In summary, while the engagement of sectors like sport, fashion, entertainment, and 
culture in climate action brings diversity and creativity to the conversation, there is a 
need to ensure that these efforts are genuine, impactful, and complement broader 
systemic changes required to address the climate crisis effectively. 
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
